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to elderly patients in nursing homes during the holidays. 
After collecting over 100 donated Teddy Bears from area 
families, friends and businesses that first year, the club 
delivered these Teddy Bears along with handmade cards 
and a special newsletter made by the group to elderly 
throughout the area. 

"A lot of people have enjoyed our visits especially 
since many of our elderly friends don't have families that 
visit them ... during the holidays," Jillian said. "Over the 
past five years we've visited more than 30 local nursing 
homes and passed out more than 600 Teddy Bears." 

The group has since grown to include about 15 
members — many of whom are friends of Jillian — and 
they continue to visit nursing homes twice a month. 

"We go out and visit the elderly twice a month," 
Jillian said. "The first time is a one-on-one session and 
then the second time is a group session where we play 
bingo, have an ice cream social, play games and do arts 
and crafts." 

In addition to passing out the Teddy Bears during 
the holidays, Jillian said she hopes the club will become 
more like an all-encompassing "Adopt A Grandparent" 
program. 

"Our group's slogan is 'working to bridge the 
generation gap,'" she said. "As a volunteer at a local nurs- 
ing home since I was a little girl, I know how much kids 
matter to the elderly. I make people smile all the time. Just 
big hugs bring so much joy to the elderly. I want other

During this past week's Board of Selectmen's 
meeting in Rochester, Chief Dispatcher Tracy Eldridge 
presented longtime dispatcher Patricia Knight with a 
plaque commemorating her 10 years of service to the 
Town of Rochester. She read the following statement: 

A dispatcher is a person who is unique in many ways. 
Each day they arrive at work and enter the unknown. Will it he 
a battlefield or relatively manageable? Will I be responsible for 
helping save a life of will 1 get yelled at from ... well, just about 
anyone? 

It is understood that when a dispatcher mans the chair 
that they are expected to be attentive, conforming, intelligent, 
caring, sympathetic, empathetic, curious, investigative, nosy, 
comforting, and most of all as brave as the men and women that 
they send into ... well, just about anything. 

A 911 dispatcher has to be ready for anything and 
prepared for the worse. They work long stressful hours. Unfor- 
tunately, the open sign is lit 24 hours a day, seven days a week, 
and 365 days a year. It is not uncommon for a dispatcher to eat 
their dinner in between calls or answer the phone while indis- 
posed. A dispatcher can carry on four conversations and still 
remember where the first one left off when the other three have 
ended. A dispatcher can remember the tiniest of details to the 
most important and know the difference. 

AHoliday? Hmm. What exactly is that? Oh, I know it 
is a day that most families and friends get together and celebrate 
... well, just about everything. If you are a 911 dispatcher, you 
may not have seen one of those for a while. 

"I could never do what you do" is a common phrase 
heard often by a dispatcher. My reply is ... 

It takes a special person to do this job. For most, a 
dispatcher position starts out as just a job. From there it takes 
an amazing person to make this job into a profession. It then 
takes a truly dedicated person to continue to serve the public in 
the capacity of a 911 Police, Fire and EMS dispatcher for over 
10 years. Many of those years were spent without knowing how 
the call ended or how that person is today. Many of those years, 
being the unsung hero. More often than not, the police officers 
and firefighters get the thanks that they truly deserve. It is the 
dispatcher that quietly observes the celebration of thanks that 
very rarely includes them.

Also present 
were Selectman Raymond H. Andrews, Selectman Jordan 
C. CoUyer, and Town Administrator Michael J. Botelho. 
Assistant to the Town Administrator Melody Pacheco was 
not present for the meeting. 

The key reason for calling this meeting was for 
the board to meet with the town's financial department 
to approve newly-sold bonds under the town's improved 
bond rating. 

Selectman Andrews began by praising the hard 
work of the town's financial department in getting the 
bond rating increased to a better number. 

"I know it takes a lot of work ... but you guys did 
a good job getting here," Chairman Lombard agreed. "It 
just shows that our overall financial strength and stabil- 
ity are there. I would like to point out how important our 
reserve situation is now ... that we've been able to build 
up our Stabilization Fund." 

The board specifically praised the work of Brenda 
Herbeck, Michael Botelho and Suzanne Szyndlar in help- 
ing to improve the town's overall bond rating, which will 
allow them to borrow money at reduced interest rates. 

"It's going to save the taxpayers money to not 
have (to pay) that additional interest," Ms. Herbeck said. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to ap- 
prove the sale of $7,632 million in bond anticipation notes 
and another $11,211 million in bond anticipation notes as 
per the Town Accountant's recommendation.

noted the improved bond rating will eventually help to 
reduce the overall tax and, in particular, would reduce the 
interest being paid on the various school projects. 

"There would be a lower impact on the tax rate 
for the (elementary schools) since they are rolling over the 
bond into next year," Ms. Herbeck said. 

The board next unanimously voted to extend the 
tri-towns contract with Interim Director Debbie Stinson at 
the ORCTV Studio for another 30 days, not exceeding 20 
hours a week. But Selectman Andrews noted that Marion 
would be paying additional hourly rates to Ms. Stinson 
for the taping of any Selectmen's meetings outside of her 
regular work week. "This may change as we form the 
Public Access Corporation (PAC)," Selectman Andrews 
said. "But I didn't feel that Mattapoisett would want to 
change the way we're doing things at this time." 

"Things are working well right now/' Chairman 
Lombard agreed, "and we're putting out a quality prod- 
uct." 

Chairman Lombard next discussed some of his 
concerns over the meeting they had with representatives 
of the Mattapoisett Public Library earlier in the month. 

"After the meeting we had with the library a 
couple of weeks ago, I asked (Mr. Botelho) to look at what 
the impact would be (on) borrowing," Chairman Lom- 
bard said. "Although there are some bid alternates that 
they're deleting, if they make changes it would require us 
to rebid (the whole project). If there were changes to the 
specifications, it requires a rebid." 

Chairman Lombard also asked what the increases 
in the general operating budget would be with respect to 
the new library. "We only talked about what the construc- 
tion (costs) would be," Chairman Lombard. "There's no 
additional staff initially, but it may come to pass (you'll) 
need more staffing." 

"Was there anything in the amount to be bor- 
rowed to cover furniture and fixtures?" Chairman Lom- 
bard asked. "How will that be handled? I'm nervous 
about (reducing) the contingency fund. I also asked about 
the possibility of having an election after the Town Meet- 
ing and we can still have one ... but these are my thoughts. 
We still haven't called for the Special Town Meeting yet. 
I want people to understand the impacts they are facing

first." 

Chairman Lombard said he wanted to discuss 
these issues further with both members of the Mattapoi- 
sett Library Building Committee and Finance Committee 
(FinCom) at a joint meeting on either Tuesday, September

"I'm not telling people how to spend their money, 
but I want them to know whaf s coming," Chairman Lom- 
bard said. 

"I spoke with Mr. Atkinson and expressed my

venture. I urged him to rethink that very carefully. 1 know 
at Center School we used the contingency, at Old Ham- 
mondtown we used the contingency. I have very serious 
concerns (with) the library ... shaving anything off their 
contingency (fund)." 

Selectman Andrews also didn't think borrowing 
on the project over 40 years was the best choice either, 
although it would save money in the short term. 

"Yes, we are building a facility for future genera- 
tions, but I have concerns over (borrowing) for 40 years 
versus 20 years," he said. 

"For the record, I support this project," Selectman 
Andrews added, "but my support is contingent upon do- 
ing what is fiscally responsible for the taxpayers in town. 
But if we were to do nothing, I'm also concerned that the 
ADA requirements on the building would (still) cost us 
somewhere around $1 million." 

"I also support the project, but when I found out 
our presentation was shaved back from what the FinCom 
got the night before, I was taken aback," Selectman Col- 
lyer said.

Chief Magee also informed the board that he once 
again conducted alcohol sales compliance checks in town 
recently and was disappointed that the Plumb Corner 
Market once again sold alcoholic beverages to a minor 
during the operation. As such, he is requesting a hearing 
be held with the owners. 

"This is, in fact, the third infraction (for Plimib 
Comer)," Chief Magee said, noting that in the first round 
of checks, none of the offending establishments in town 
were reprimanded. In the last rovmd, however, the Plumb 
Comer Market had its liquor license suspended for two 
days. 

The board agreed to hold a hearing on September 
19 with the owners as per Chief Magee's recommenda- 
tion. 

Lastly, Chief Magee questioned the payment of 
recent police detail work. "I understand, at some point, 
there was a (reduced) detail rate set for town-related de- 
tails," Chief Magee said. 

According to Chief Magee, private companies 
typically pay upwards of $40 an hour for detail work, and 
although the standard police detail rate in Rochester is 
$30 an hour, a reduced "town rate" had been set by past 
precedent at $20 an hour. 

"I would personally recommend that there be just 
a (single) detail rate for all," Chief Magee said. "We do 
have one of the lower detail rates around. If (officers) can 
get (work) at $30 an hour elsewhere, they're not going to

come here for $20 (an hour)." 

Chief Magee recommended they set a single $30 
an hour rate for all detail work, regardless of whether it is 
for private work or town-sanctioned events. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to set a 
single police detail work rate at $30 an hour, retroactive 
to July 1, 2005. This would include all police detail work 
done during the recent Rochester Country Fair. 

At 7:30 pm the board met with Kenneth Souza 
and Vincent Ryan, representatives of the Old Rochester 
Regional Commxmity Television, Inc. (ORCTV) Board of 
Directors. Mr. Souza said they first needed a vote from 
the Selectmen to extend the contract with current Interim 
Director Debbie Stinson for another 30 days as her current 
agreement expires on August 31.

on the Acushnet River with about 4,000 troops landed 
from 36 transport ships. During the raid houses, ships and 
business places in New Bedford, Acushnet and Fairhaven 
were ransacked and burned. The fort at Nolscot Point in 
Fairhaven, now called Fort Phoenix, was destroyed by 
British troops. It took years for the local waterfront indus- 
tries to recover from the raid of September 5 and 6, 1778. 

On Saturday and Sunday, September 10 and 11, 
2005, members of the Fairhaven Village Militia and guests 
will once again remember the British attack during a 
weekend encampment at Fort Phoenix. Men, women and 
children dressed in period clothing will reenact life in 
1778 and talk about the history of the fort. They will also 
be demonstrating campfire cooking, fire starting with flint 
and steel, musket ball casting, loading and firing flintlock 
muskets and rifles, tomahawk throwing, children's games 
and more. 

The highlight of the weekend will be the firing of 
the forf s five cannons, scheduled for dusk, about 7:30 pm, 
on Saturday. When fired after dark, the cannons' plimies 
of flames and smoke make a spectacular sight. 

The Fairhaven Village Militia, which is sponsor- 
ing the event along with the Fairhaven Office of Tourism, 
is made up of about a dozen members who are on duty at 
Fort Phoenix during the summer to pass along its unique 
history. Member Charles Cromwell, who commands the 
group, and Wayne Oliveira were originally members of 
the Fourth Old Dartmouth Militia group that was started 
by the late Donald R. Bernard before the nation's Bicen- 
tennial. Other members have served as volunteer guides 
at the fort for the Office of Tourism. The group's treasurer, 
Ellsworth Sylvaria Jr., is a descendant of Bartholomew 
West, whose home was burned by the British in 1778. 
Members range in age from four years to seventy-some- 
thing.

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The Brothers Grimm. Starring Matt 
Damon and Heath Ledger. Directed 
by Terry Gilliam. Running time: 118 
minutes.

You'd think a movie called The Brothers 
Grimm directed by Terry Gilliam, one of the 
■ leading fantasists in world cinema, would be 
an occasion for true sorcery. But I can see no 
evidence, other than a few glittering spots 
of bent visual imagination, that Gilliam was 
even on the set. The movie feels thoroughly like a project Gilliam did 
halfheartedly, just to stay in the game. The result plays like what might 
have happened if Stanley Kubrick had directed an episode of Battlestar 
Galactica — some interestingmomentsnoother director could'vepuUed 
off, but why the hell is he even bothering? 

I'm beginning to think that old-school, quill-pen-and-candlelight 
fantasy and Terry Gilliam are too neat a fit, anyway. This director thrives 
on conflict; he has often yearned for the old Monty Python days, when 
they had no budget for real horses and had to make do with knights 
hopping around and clacking coconut sheUs together. Such a sloppy, 
scattershot genius as GUliam needs something to push against, some bar- 
rier to force him towards a creative workaround, if he is not to disappear 
up his own nethers. Two of his best recent films, 12 Monkeys and Fear 
and Loathing in Las Vegas, had nary a whisper of fairy tales, giants, 
period costumes, etc. Maybe Gilliam, like David Lynch, needs stories 
that aren't ideally suited to his past strengths, so that he doesn't fall into 
easy self -repetition. Gilliam does nothing in The Brothers Grimm that 
he hasn't done before, and far better, in such films as Time Bandits and 
even Jabherwocky. 

The premise, cooked up by screenwriter Ehren Kruger (continuing 
his long run of mediocrity after a promising start with 1999's Arlington 
Rd.), has the famous storytelling brothers Wifhehn and Jacob Grimm (Matt 
Damon and Heath Ledger) as con artists who bUk superstitious villagers 
by fabricating supernatural menaces and then swooping in to save the 
day. Naturally, the Grimms are put to the test when a real paranormal 
threat rears its head: various children, including Little Red Riding Hood 
and Hansel and Gretel, have gone missing, and the Frenchmen who 



occupy Germany want the Grimms to get to the bottom of the mystery. 
This has promise, but the movie quickly degenerates into scenes of Matt 
Damon and Heath Ledger (the latter of whom is gradually shaking off 
some of his earlier stiff mannerisms) rushing around cluttered sets. As 
a fantasy, Grimm coheres even less than Gilliam's The Adventures of 
Baron Munchausen, which I thought was a righteous mess until I saw 
this one. 

Is it a comedy? A dark fantasy? Gilliam never pinpoints it, and I'm 
not sure he wants to. I think he wants it to be a scruffy, disorganized 
tall tale, debunking the great brothers as a couple of fakers and wank- 
ers. But then they're also supposed to rise to the occasion and become 
heroes — Gilliam tries to have it both ways, and it doesn't work here. 
A Terry GiUiam movie about the real Brothers Grimm, with no lame 
formula thrills imposed onto the biographical material, might've been 
something to see and cherish. Instead we get a hodgepodge only slightly 
more intelligent than Van Helsing, and you have no idea how it pains 
me to say that. 

A couple of bits — a horse that unfurls a spider web from its 
mouth, a girl who rubs her face off — are fantastical and disturbing 
in the classic Gilliam manner Probably moments like that were what 
made Gilliam want to come to the set every morning. But the rest of it is 
just so much wasted, frantic energy. Jonathan Pryce turns up as a snitty 
French higher-up, looking visibly bored; the luscious Monica Bcllucci, 
in spectacular costumes we never get a good look at, barely makes an 
impression as the evil Mirror Queen before she turns into a computer 
effect. The Grimms themselves seem lost in their own movie; they're 
19th-century Ghostbusters without the wit. I'm not often shocked any 
more by the badness of any given movie — movies, by and large, suck 
nowadays. But this is Terry Gilliam, man, the director of whom I could 
never have said that his work, even when flawed and sloppy, left me 
bored and irritated. Until now.

Well, now that those dreaded "oil mongers" have man- 
aged to push the price up to about $70 a barrel and the threat 
of Hurricane Katrina earlier this week scared some distribu- 
tors into spiking the price at the pump, we all need to band 
together and do something about it ... right? 

That's why everyone today, September 1 , has been asked 
to refrain from buying a single drop of gasoline. Today has 
been declared "Stick It To Them" Day, whereby if every- 
one in the United States effectively boycotts the purchase 
of gas for this one day, it would be enough to choke the oil 
companies' stockpiles. 

And how do I know this, you ask? 

Simple. 

I received it earlier this week in an "important" e-mail 

message that proclaimed itself "IMPORTANT" in all capital 
letters in the subject field. Not only that, the message was 
set to "highest priority," so it has to be true. 

According to this serious-sounding communication, this 
mass-boycott of gasoline would pinch the oil companies to 
the tune of $4.6 million, effectively forcing them to sell their 
"stockpiles" at a lower price, one would assume. (I haven't 
quite figured out the logic behind that within our whole 
supply-and-demand economic structure, either.) 

Curiously, a strangely similar ploy was apparently at- 
tempted in May of 2004 and, before that, back in April of 
1999. In fact, according to www.snopes.com, a website 
devoted to debunking Internet rumors and widespread ur- 
ban legends, the September 1 "gas out" is merely a carbon 
copy of the May 2004 message, right down to the "Stick It 
To Them" moniker, which was, in turn, a recasting of the 
original 1999 e-mail "alert." According to snopes.com: 

A one-day "gas out " was proposed in 1999, and a three- 
day-long event was called for in 2000, but both drew little 
participation and had no effect on retail gasoline prices 
because they were based upon flawed premises. This year's 
version is no different. 

First of all, everyone 's "not purchasing a drop of gaso- 
line for one day" will not cause oil companies to "choke 
on their stockpiles." Oil companies run their inventories 
on a weekly basis, and since the "gas out" scheme doesn't 
call on people to buy less gasoline but simply to shift their 
date of purchase by one day, oil company stockpiles won't 
be affected at all. 



Next, merely shifting the day of purchase will not "hit the 
entire industry with a net loss of over $4.6 billion. " Consum- 
ers won't be buying any less gasoline under this "gas out" 
proposal; they 'II simply be purchasing gas a day earlier or a 
day later than they usually would. The very same amount of 
gasoline will be sold either way, so the oil companies aren 't 
going to lose any money at all. 

Funny, that's sort of what I was thinking when I first 
received the September 1 "gas out" e-mail from someone 
who also passed along this latest hoax to everyone in her 
address book. 

Sadly, we've all been duped at one time or another by 
one of these countless e-mail schemes and they seem to 
be coming a lot more fast and furiously of late. And while 
there are legitimate and real occasions when a blanket e- 
mail message can effectively pass along important and valid 
information, I'd wager that at least eight times out of 10 any 
e-mail message plucked and forwarded from somewhere 
along the Information Superhighway is probably false. 

Most of the more memorable ones have at least a kernel 
of truth to them, which is why I think so many people be- 
lieve them to be true. There's also our inclination to readily 
believe whatever we see in writing more so than verbal 
rumors which can be easily betrayed in the telling. After all, 
we read "real" e-mails everyday from people and if we get 
something forwarded to us from a known family member 
or friend, it must be true. 

But such ongoing e-mail misinformation is akin to oft- 
repeated and since-disproven urban myths and legends sur- 
rounding the "little boy's ghost" in Three Men and a Baby; 
the fact that the 1997 World Series win (and, subsequently, 
last year's Red Sox Championship) was eerily predicted in 
the film Sac/c to the Future, Part II; and even more recently, 
that actor Christopher WaUcen is making a serious bid to 
run for President of the United States in 2008 — a rumor 
fueled by a spiffy-looking website (www.walken2008.com 
or www.walkenforpres.com). Although this latter rumor 
did enter into "wishful thinking" territory for me, I never 
believed it for a second. 

So, instead of "Stick It To Them" Day, I hereby redeclare 
September 1 , 2005 as "Take All 'Important' E-mail Messages 
With A Grain of Salt and Delete Them Immediately" Day.
